REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,2,5-11,1 8-21 , 24-26, and 29-34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Control 
method to correct lopsidedness in the prior art have been accomplished in two 
ways: etching and locally heating or cooling the cylindrical glass. BARRE (US 
5,676,724), SHIMIZU (US 6,131,414), and FLEMING (US 2007/0125127 A1) are 
typical examples of prior art wherein lopsidedness is corrected by measuring 
points on a cylinder to determine any deviation in lopsidedness, but using a 
process of etching and heating to correct the lopsidedness. BRAUER (US 
6,715,317) teaches a method of correcting deviations in lopsidedness by locally 
heating or cooling in the deformation area. BRAUER teaches moving the heater 
vertically or axially around the glass cylinder but does not teach or suggest 
moving the heater in the xy-direction nor does it teach moving the glass cylinder 
in the xy-direction to improve the heating. Additionally, figures of BRAUER show 
that the apparatus would not be capable of moving either the glass cylinder or 
heating means in the xy-direction.
